AN ACT to amend subdivision eight (8) of scetion 1770b of the
statutes, relating to foreign corporations.

State veterinarian: medicines, remedies and instru-
ments; not to traffic in. Secrion 1492. 1. The governor shall,
with the advice and consent of the senate, appoint a competent
veterinary surgeon, who is a graduate of a recognized veterinary
college in the United States, Canada or Europe, to the office of
state veterinarian, who shall have a permanent office at Madison,
Wigconsin, in such room in the capitol as the governor may desig-
nate, and whose headquarters shall be in such room in the
capitol where all records and correspondence connected with
the duties of the office and the records and correspondence of
the live stock sanitary board shall be kept.

2. Such appointment shall be made for the term of two years
and until the qualification of his successor. The person so ap-
pointed shall take an oath of office which shall be filed in the
office of the secretary of state.

3. It shall be the duty of such veterinarian to devote his en-
tire time and attention to prevent the introduction of, or spread
of, contagious or infectious discases among domestic animals in
this state, to cooperate with the state board of health in con-
trolling and suppressing such diseases as are common to men
and animals, or any diseased condition of animals likely to have
deleterious effect upon the general health of human beings, to
make such scientifie study, investigations and experiments as he
shall deem necessary in relation to the prevention and cure of
diseases among animals and extend information concerning the
same.

4. The person so appoinicd shall not manufacturc, sell, or be
pecuniarily interested, directly or indirectly in the manufacture
or sale of any proprictary or other medicines, remedies or in-
struments uscd in controlling and suppressing such contagious
or infectious discases.
